Under the willowa In the piclur 
esque little eematarr at Veal Point, 
neailing lu Iba shadow ofSlurmy 
King luouniaiu, and orarlaoking the 
lludsou river, la a mouument erected 
by the cuiuradea of bis olaaa ol 1862 
to Palnck Sarsllela O'Kourk*. lie 
hail a strange, romautio history, and 
hia name is one of the hallowed mem- 
ories among the old prolessors at the 
Point. Uo waa born in this city of 
Irish parents, and while Utile more 
ibau three year* old, lost liis father. 
Uiamotber waa In jfoor eiroumiian 
oes, though she belonged to a former 
well-to-do and respectable lamiiy in 
the old country. Wiien abbut six or 
seven years old little O'Uourko look 
up iliB ocoupalioii of newsboy, and 
being spry aud active, did pretty well 
at the Dusineae. lie was exceedingly 
attentive to bla mother, brought her 
home all hi* (mail earuings, while ai 
the same time be entered into all the 
sports and pastimes of his fallow 
iitws boys, and was noted for his 
akill as a swimmer. Une day when 
al .lha loot of Pier No, 50. North rlr 
er, in the anmmer ol the year, a lilllo 
girl two years old, daughter of Hor 
ace F. Chirk, son-in-law of Coniiuo 
dore Vanderbill, was allowed by 1 
careless nurse to stray along the 
string piece of the pier, and ii aud 
denly fell Into the water. Young 
O'Kourke, who had been bathing in 
the vicinity, plunged alter iicr, and 
making a gallant Blni|;gle, liiuiighl 
her aalely ashore. When the Uther 
of tne' child learned the faols of tiie 
rescue he look immediate steps lo 
seek out the lioy and reward him. 
He found him bright and intelligent, 
and determined to send him to school. 

After an expetlenoe ofthe common 
schools be wa* sent 10 tli6 free acad- 
emy; When Mr. Cark became a 
member or Congress ho had an ap 
pnintment In his gift at West Point, 
and there he sent O'Kourke, who waa 
now grown to be about 10 years old, 
and quite handsome and promising. 
In poini of moral* aud deportmont 
he was the model boy of the poat, 
though in his flrst year be waa sub- 
Jeoled to many taunts and nerseou- 
Ijonaoii'aofbliflt'o'f'bl* bicib, viroiiial- 



alancea and religion, and especially 
00 accuuni of saying his prayers failh- 
fully niorniiig and niglit. 

Toward the end of his second year 
at West Point, U'Rourke lintinn to 
{orgo ahead lu hia studies, and to get 
a name for excellence in certain 
hraiichea. Kniering on the fourth 
and last year, he wa* noled for his 
daring and skill In cavalry ridlnsr, 
and general proflciency in other mill, 
lary exercises. At this lime he cnn- 
ifibMled to several diltlrrent (oricl 
publication*, tranalated Irom French 
and Spniiisli, and was admitted on 
all bands to be the loremcst cadet at 
ilie I'uint in tlie tvay of possessing a 
variety of sccoinpllshmenia. In his 
Iwciily-third year he stood five feel 
eleven inchea, stralghi aa a poplar, 
wilh raven black, euRy hair, ragular 
features and a lliic act of leeth, Ou 
horseback he looked lo a pnrllciilar 
advantage, sitlliig his auimni, as if, 
like a ceiilaur, he were a part of it. 
O'Rourke was a great favorite, as, 
with all his many attraclions of mind 
and person, he was devoid of prelen- 
aipii, and modest anil assuming aficr 
a manly fukhiun.' Suine uf the oM 
teachers uf the academy, like Prolcss- 
or KeUdrluk, remember him well, and 
apeak with adinlratlon of bis several 
bi'illiani qualliles.

Little (lid he dream that llie lady 
with whom he was now madly in 
love waa the little child of two years 
whom ho rescued from a Wuicry 
f£ra\ o, yr:irs hel'orc. As (or her. it 
was impossible lhat she could roineiii- 
ber the occurrence, and even If she 
did, pains were taken lhaiahe should 
never know who her rescuer was fur 
certain ubvious reasuns. 

A great bull At Cozzon's hotel 
wounil u|) Iho e.tcrclscs of the term, 
bul before il came ull there was an 
iiiflneuoe at wor|i that boded ill tor 
O'Kourke. The gentleman who ac- 
companied Miss Clark troin New 
York was a Mr. Corlies, son or a 
weititiiy and aristocratic fatlier. lie 
wa* ill love wilh Mia* Clark, and was 
blllerly jealous of O'Ruurke. Love 
and Jealousy combined are puieiit 
factors in snirgcstiug a means for 
ihclr graliArniiuii. Curlles set him- 
sell lu Work t» kccui'o a history ol 
O'Rourke'a antcedenl*, of which h« 
hadaoma hini'i and Ibeae he fully 
digealed and preaeuted'lo Bdas Clark 
ill the most obnnxioua ll'.;ht. Ills 
represcntsiion caused her to pause 
mill I'cfluci, and when hesilaliun and 
niluciion come In at the door, the 
passion of love is apt to go out the 
window. Mow, said O Kuilrke's ri- 
val lo the lady, now would you like 
when yon marry a man of Hint sort, 
o have bis old mother, who is a com- 
mon Irish tiMher-woman, coming up 
lo your house on Filth avenue of a 
Sunday, with a dirty donileeu In lier 
mouth, a dirty old cap on her head, 
broguui on her (eel, and a red sliawl 
around her waist. How would you 
like thai? he replied in a bitter sneer 
ing lone, and went on to draw over 
and over again the piclnre of 
O'lUturke'a mother in the worst 
light pnasiblc. O'Rourke knew noth- 
ing ul this, and had made an appoint- 
ment to meol Miss Clark at th^ball lu 
Ceaxen's holeU She was not tbar*. 
He looked with eager, aearoblng ores 
through all the crowd of dancers, but 
no trace of lier could be found.

THE WAR IN EGYPT, 

Ihe Oavtw J[i«»aiiy up to thi 
Fnttst 8itution> 

It may be of inlerett to recount 
brirfly Ihe events leading lo (ho im- 
pending Egyptian war. In 1876 Ihe 
Egyptian Government was in an 
Alarming condition financiallv, and 
the Khc'divo, Ismail I'as|fa, was ru- 
ling the country with a high hand 
and sijuauderinir money ill the most 
reckless fashion. The interests ol bond- 
holders were seriously threatened, 
and England and France had reason 
to believe that their supremacy over 
the Suez canal was In peril. Those 
two powers decided upon Interven- 
tion. They luforinod Ismail Pasha 
in very positive terms (bat be mutt 
reform hit government, ile prom- 
itecl (o do to, but bit proroiie proved 
(0 bo emp(y wordt. Ue coudnued 
(o manage tffairi in Ibe old detpolio 
wair. Finally, in 1870, ^tbe Khedive 
wai (oroed lo abdicate io favor of his 
nephew, Tewflk Paiba, wiio bat ad- 
ministered Ihe government under the 
supervision of England and France, 
with Germany, Auttria and Italy be- 
hind thom. In this ai rnn^'cmciit 
England and Franco nro rcprci-culcd 
each by a minislcr, invesled willi full 
anliiority to inquire into ilin public 
aervice, including the public debt. 
They prepare the budget. There i, 
also a Commission of Liquidation lo 
look alter Ihe national fluauces. One 
result ol Ihe English aud French rule 
Is (hat thousands of foreignert have 
been appointed to offlcr, and are 
drawing annually a large turn in (he 
way of talarlet, eitimatad at ^ifiOO,- 
000. •

Egypt for Ihe 
I Egyptians, is the cry of Arab! aud

The war cloud whlchl had Iweo 
hanging over Egypt tor several days, 
burKod Tuesday momjng July 12, at 
7 o'clock, sod eight Bridsh men-of- 
wsr opened Are on the forts of Ales- 
andiia. Admiral Seymour, Com- 
mander of the Itrilish llcot, gave the 
Insurgents under Arabi I'aslia twen 
ty-foiir hours in whlcli lo surrender 
and upon their refusing lo do this die 
boinbardineiit was coiuiuauced. Tli 
causes leading lo Iho war are delnllcd 
ill aiiojier column. In less than 
three hours after ihu firing was begun 
the defenses of ibo ciiy vvero des- 
troyed aud the Ks:.\ t>lian guns dih- 
mounted. The bombardiuent coudn- 
ued ibronghout the day, 

On Wednesday the Egyptians dis- 
played a flag of (ruce, but as llioy re- 
futed to surrender unconditiouaily, 
the firing was rasnmad, after (be 
Khedive had been allowed to remove 
bis family to one of the Brkiah ekipe. 
In tho aflemoon of the same dar the 
cUy wasflred and (iveu ovor to pii> 
lags by the inaMgcata. .Tke bees- 
bardntont eontlDued (HI Thnrtday, 
when (hoKgypdau ioldlersevacoate<I 
the Ill-fated city, lo-iyiug it wrappetl 
In flameaand lobe pllla^atl by Ihe 
Bedouins. Liberated fconvicts were 
turned loose upon Ihe European part 
of the city and cotnmhied 
liorriblo allrocitics- One hunilreil 
Europeans in Iho Ultoman bank were 
massacred. Tho insurgents lied 
toward Cairo and the civilians fol- 
lowed them, while the murder of the 
Chrisdans continued till only about 
100 remained. These fought their 
way to the beach, and were rescued 
by tlie British marines. The losses 
of the Egypilans during the three 
days fiKuilngaggrrgaled over 2.(XK). 
The British had only teveu.kllledand 
some olhcri ~ wounded. Sei enii 
hundred of tho E||gopean rcsideutt 
were butchered in the city. 

The insurgents alleiupied to kill 
the Khedive but he was ,)rotccted by 
tho Rnglish. The clly was almost 
entirely destroyed. The ships landed 
several hundred marines while troops 
were being hurried lo the front. 
This was the situation of affairs after 
three days of fighting. 

The latest accounts report the Kr.g- 
lish in possession of Alexandria ; the 
Urea havo been stopped and elTorts 
are being made to restore cuiillilpnce 
and repair the damages done. Arabi 
Bey's army is in the liilorior, badly 
disorganized. Admiral Seymour 
will occupy Alexandria until Ihe 
English govenmieiil acts upon the 
matter. aiid.decides what further steps 
(0 tfke. '
